2. In the Calcutta Port Trust Employees’ (Pension) Regulations 1988 — 

It) Proviso ociow Regulations d/iO'.iuqij anu tn; may be substituted 
by the following ;— 

“Proviaed tnat ii the widow is not survived by any child, her share of 
the tamiiy pension snt.il not lapse but snail be payaoie to the otter 
widows m equax shares, or u there is omy one such other w.dow, 
in full, to ner. 

Provided further that on the share or shares of the family pen¬ 
sion payable to such a child oi cmldren or to a wiuow oi wjuows 
ceasing to be payable, such share oi shares shall not lapse but 
shall be payable to other wibow or widows anti|Or to otter 
ch Id or ctudren otherwise eligible, in equal shares or if there is 
only one widow or child, in lull to such widow or child.” 

(ii) A new proviso to Regulations 37(0;(b) may be added as follows :— 

’Provided that on the share or shares of family pension payable to 
such a child or children ceasing to be payable, suen stare or 
shares shall not lapse but ‘-hall be payable to the other widovy or 
widows and|or to other child or children otherwise eligible in 
equal shares or if there is ouly one widow or child, in full, to 
such widow or child.”
